When a sailing party was suggest- 
ed after dinner, oil but Mrs. Tallet 
and Mrs. Balrstcw had gone out In 
the Balr»tow yachL While waiting 
for a hreei© to blow the boat Into 
landing* it was suddenly struck by a 
terrific squall which overturned the 
boat, hurling all six of the passen- 
gers Into the water. All managed to 
crawl op on the bottom of the up- 
turned boat and to cling there until 
the mast struck bottom and broke off, 
again throwing the parties Into the 

water. 

Send Rescue Party 
A rescue party wos started by At- 
torney Harry Hal), a t>rother of the 
■victim, who hod been In the Hall 
cottage on Crab Apple Island, and 
John Fisher, another resident of the 
island. The boats were driven back 
Ume after lime, but at length reached 
the scene In time to rescue Mrs. Bbhn 
Hall, Behanna, Balrstow and Tollett. 
The missing members were not lo- 
cated until 7 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, when a crow from the Great 
Lakes Naval Station brought up the 
body of Mrs. Behanna about 50 feet 
from the apof where the others Jind 
been rescued. Shortly afterwards a 
crew from the Public Service Com- 
pany of Northern IHnoIs located the 
body of Hall. .'' j;:

A county meeting of the Pure Milk 
Association will be held tonight at 
the Orayslake school auditorium to 
discuss the possibilities of a tempor- 
ary Increase In the milk price. The 
Lake Zurich PMA local la proposlnis 
that the price ibo Hxed at $2.68. a 29 
per cent Increase In the gross return 
on milk sales. 

The price per hundredweight Is 
now atK)ut 12.00 an Increase of 25 
cents over the average price received 
by the fanners following the milk 
strike of last January. However 
when the butter fat tests and surplus 
of milk over the base are figured and 
deducted, few farmers receive more 
than 11.75 per hundredweight, many 
of them receiving less. There Is no 
fixed price, as each fanner has a 
different teat and milk surplusage. 

The farmers are requesting this 
temporary Increase so that they may 
more nearly equalize the high cost 
of feed, which has resulted from the 
drouth, with their milk check In- 
comes. Hay Is more than 115 per 
ton, with little prospect of more than 
a 25 per cent hay crop, according to 
figures of Harold D. Kelsey, chairman 
of the county board of supervisors, 
wlio has asked that the meeting be 
called. Silage will bo less than nor- 
mal, depriving the farmers of a full 
winter supply. 

Many farmers will have to seek 
loans of at least ^200 or more to pur- 
chase feed to see them through the 
next winter, unless their Incomes 
from their milk production are In- 
creased.

Fire Dept Called to Jlescue 
A call was put in to the Antioch 
Volunteer Fire Department for aid by 
Mrs. John Nixon, who had been In- 
formed ot the tragedy. However, her 
Informants said that the body waa 
on shore and requested that Uie fire- 
men bring an Inhalator. The fire- 
men compiled, only to find on their 
arrival at the scene that the body 
had not been recovered. After re- 
turning for grappling hooks, members 
ot the rescue squad dragged the lake 
for some time before the body was 
finally located by Russell Keulman. 
The fishermen had anchored their 
boat over the spot where the victim 
was last seen. 

Although resuscitation efforts were 
made by the firemen, the man could | 
not be revived. 

The Identity of the man was re- 
vaaled only after the discovery of 
a fishing license bearing his name 
and the name of his totwn. No street 
address was given. This was ob- 
tained by inquiring of the Berwyn 
police department. 

The elderly couple left for Chi- 
cago before the Inquest, which was 
held at Strang's UnderUkIng Par^ 
lors. The other man remained to 
testify, hut could give little informa- 
tion of value, as he had met the vic- 
tim only that morning and could not 
recall his name. 

The body waa taken to Berwyn 
yesterday. The deceased, who was 
a Chicago street car conductor, leaves 
a wife and two children.

Within five days after the closing 
date ot the office of the lERC In Wau- 
kegan to which about half of the 
county farmers applied for free seed 
or feed, several carloads were rushed 
to the S. L. Tripp lumber company 
at Mundeleln and to the L. W. Mur- 
rle company at Russell and distrib- 
uted to the farmers. These two com- 
panies received government con- 
tracts for the distribution of the ma- 
terials. 

.More than 700 farmers appeared 
before the IBRC. 622 of them apply- 
ing tor seed or feed. Of that number 
only 42 were rejected. Soybeans were 
moat generally In request the farm- 
ers planning to plow up oat fields or 
use idle lands to plant the beans, 
hoping to get a crop to provide feed 
during the late fall and winter for 
their dairy herds. 

Fanners of the western and soulli- 
em parts of the county received their 
allotments at Mundeleln, while the 
eastern and northern sections were 
accommodated at Russell. The fed- 
eral government through the AAA, 
Is supplying tho material, with the 
program being carried out toy the Illi- 
nois Emergency Relief Commission. 
AAA Provides S21.000 
Contracts provide for an expendi- 
ture of 521,023 for drought relief 
here, according to Miss Ada Nleder- 
meyer, relief administrator and AAA 
representative. 

This Is divided as follows: 5,304 
bushels of oats; 6,200 pounds of 
standard middlings; 2,000 pounds of 
malt; 114 tons of hay; 1,127 bushels 
of com; 20 bushels of wheat; 2,000 
pounds of bran; 10 bushels ot barley; 
7,940 pounds of millet seed; 3,260 
pounds of BUdari grass; 228 bushels 
of seed corn; 5,877 bushels of soy. 
beans; 1,300 pounds of scratch and 
5,600 pounds of ground teed. 

May Receive Loans { 

Loans, not to exceed $200, wUl be 
available to dalrj' farmers through 
the Illinois Emergency Relief Com- 
mission, according to JVllUam F. 
Klrkham, chairman of the IBR<3 com- 
mittee. These loans are pay^le 
January 1, 1935, at the rate of 5 per 
cent Interest, with special provisions 
for payment on the Installment plan. 
To avail themselves of these loans, 
farmers must show a definite need for 
them.

Destruction by these Hold rodents, 
which ore partlcuhirly common In. the 
nortHorn half of the state, may not 
appear largo In individual fields, 
but In tho aggregate It codIb farmera 
Uibui*nd8 of dollars annually, Oder- 
klrkatld. He Is cooperating with tho 
QoWn^iOt Agriculture, tlnlveralty of 



Illinois and the Illinois SUte Natural 
History Survey In the control of such 
posts. 

Bummer Injury caused by both the 
striped and groy squirrels may be 
controlled with little time and ex- 
pense by either calcium cyanide fuml' 
gant or atrychnIneK:oated oat halt. 
Tho former method consists of de- 
positing a tcaspoonfnl of calcium 
cyanldo dust In tho burrow and then 
placing a piece of sod over tho hole. 
The gas given off by the chemical 
will soon kill tho squirrels. 

By this apoon method, a pound of 
calcium -cyanide fumlgant' will treat 
between 30 and 40 burrow^, or If ap* 
piled with a duat gun a pound will 
bo enough for 75 to 100 burrows. 
The chemical can be purchased at 
most dnig stores at small cost. Care 
should be taken la handling calcium 
cyanide, a» tho gaa Is poisonous to 
man as well as animal life. 

If the ground squirrels are unusual- 
ly numerous, tho whole oat halt Is 
the moro practical mothodi of control. 
This Is prepared by mixing one 
tablcspoonful of gloffs starch In one- 
half teacup of cold water and stir- 
ring this Into one-half pint of boiling 
water to make a thin, clear paste. 
Also one ounco of powdered strych- 
nine Is mixed with ono ounce of bak- 
ing soda, and this stirred into the 
Btaroh to make a smooth, creamy 
mass free of lumps. Into this la next 
stirred one-fourth pint of heavy corn 
ayrup and one tablespoon of glycerin, 
and llnally ono scant teaspoon of sac- 
charine. This mixture is then ap- 
plied to 20 quarts of clean, whole oats 
and mixed thoroughly to coat each 
kernel. 

If scattered at tho rate of no moro 
than one teaapoonful around eachl 
burrow or along gopher runways, oner 
Quart of poisoned grain la sufllclenti 
for 40 to 60 baits. It should not bo 
distributed In piles as It may attractr 
and poison birds. Since the prepara- 
tion la extromoly poisonous, all con-' 
talnors and utensils used In thir 
work should be labeled plainly and' 
kept out of tho roach of children, Ir' 
resi>onslblo jMirsons and livestock.
